111'  the  St.  I.awriiicc  fnun  the  Atlaiitie  tn  I., ike  Ontariu 
was  M.  (le  t'diircelles.  in  |(i;il.  He  (h(!  sn  in  further- 
ance nf  the  piiliey  thil  was  heiiiK  pursued  In  France  to 
secure  tlie  fur  trade  with  the  Indians  in  the  north  and 
iiiirth-west  nf  the  American  continent,  .\hiiut  three 
years  later  than  this  a  voutik  h'rench  traveller.  Sieur 
la  Salle,  arrived  in  Cana<la  full  of  a  project  of  diseover- 
iuf;  a  route  to  |a)ian  as  well  as  to  the  Ivist  hulies  In 
penetratinj;  further  and  further  to  the  west  nnti'  he 
rcaclu'd  "the  northern  seas",  lie  dsiclosed  his  ])lans 
to  I'Viintenac,  who  had  succeeded  De  Conreelles  as 
('iii\ernor  of  Canada,  and  (|uite  won  him  over  to  his 
\iews.  Inirnished  l)y  I'Vontenac  with  letters  of  intro^ 
duction  to  inflneutial  people  at  the  I'Vcnch  Court,  lie 
returned  to  I'Vance,  and  while  there  nhtained  from  the 
monarch  a  Kr.mt  of  the  seiyiiory  of  Cataracpii.  together 
\yith  the  exclu-ive  ri^;ht  to  trade  in  the  west,  and  full 
liherty  of  exploration,  .\rined  with  these  extensive 
powers,  in  KoK  I. a  Sa'le  returned  to  Canada,  and  for 
aliout  a  year  employed  himself  in  liuildin};  fortresses 
.It  Cataracpii  in  coustructiuK  ship~  n  Lake  Ontario. 
and  in  Commercial  transaction^  with  the  Indians. 

The  first  sailinir  ves-el  huilt  upon  Ontario  was  a 
-mailer  schooner  of  about  ten  tons  hurilen.  constructed 
.It  the  "Cahins",  where  Kiiifistnn  is  now.  I'pon  this 
vessel  on  .November  iHth.  HoM,  l,a  Salle  sailed  from 
Cataraipii,  his  destination  beini;  the  mouth  of  River 
-Niagara,  lie  had  as  his  com|ianions  Father  Henne- 
pin and  Chevalier  de  Tonti,  and  on  his  vessel  carried 
both  merchandi.se  and  the  materials  for  constructing  a 
-hip.  Soon  after  entering  Niagara  River.  I, a  Salle 
and  I'ather  llemiepin.  with  their  small  craft,  were 
brought  to  ;i  stand  at  the  head  of  the  eddy  at  (Jueens- 
ton.  where  lies  a  large  rock,  which  is  tii  the  present 
time  <listingui-he(l  as  Hennepin  Rock.  Their  vessel 
was  vvreckcd.  and  the  rigging  and  other  stores  for  the 
■(".riffoir'  were  lost,  thmigh  the  anchors  and  cables 
v.cre  saved.  This  wreck  took  jilaee  at  Thirty  Mile 
I'oint.  where  there  is  a  very  bad  shore. 

<)nce  more  I. a  Sal'e  returned  to  I'Vontenac  and 
again  by  anmher  vessel  shipped  fresh  stores  and 
snpphe-.  for  the  "Criffon".  The  name  of  this  ship  is 
Hot  given,  but  the  other  was  known  as  the  "F'rontenac". 

There  is  much  differnece  of  opinion  as  to  the 
exact  Incalitv  where  the  "Criffon"  was  huilt  but  it 
was  probably  at  Cayuga  Creek  (two  leagues)  si.x 
miles  above  tb  falls,  for  small  spikes  and  other  smal' 
articles  of  runted  iron  were  lre(|nnetly  foui  d  there 
some  years  ago. 

The  fo'lowing  spring  iKoHi  she  was  launched. 
I'lve  small  cannon  looked  out  from  her  i)iirt-ho'es.  and 
on  her  bow  was  carved  a  portentious  monster  the 
"Ciriffou ".  whose  name  she  bore,  in  honor  of  the  ar- 
morial bearings  of  Frontenac  (I'arkmanl. 

The  "('.riffiin"  is  described  as  a  kind  of  brigan- 
tine.  not  unlike  a  Dutch  galliot,  with  a  broad,  elevated 
bow  and  stern,  very  flat  in  the  bottom,  looking  much 
larger  than  she  r..ally  was  and  of  sixty  tons  burden. 

In  Uu'K  accompanied  by  l'"athcr  Hcime|iin,  who 
wa-  a  l'"lemish  Reco'let.  a  id  had  come  from  France 
with  him,  l,a  Salle  on  .\ugust  !tth  entered  Lake  Erie 
on  board  the  "Criffon".  this  being  the  first  ship  which 
had  ever  floated  upon  its  waters.  He  sailed  from  f  nd  to 


end  of  it,  and  going  throiigh  the  Straits  of  Detroit,  he 
then  entered  a  beautiful  sheet  of  vv.iler.  to  which  he 
gave  the  name  of  Lake  St.  Cl.iir.  Passing  thence 
through  the  narrow  ch.iniiel  In-  re.iched  Lake  llurMii. 
Standing  on.  the  south  side  of  ilie  -trait  between  Lake 
Huron  and  .Michigan  wa-  reached,  the  vovage  coming 
to  an  end  in  one  of  the  b.iys  to  the  north  of  the  latte^ 
lake.  La  Salle  remaiiieil  in  the  .North  West  for  some 
time  longer,  but  lie  -cut  the  "Criffon"  back  laden  with 
va'uable  furs  and  -!'e  is  suppo-i.,!  to  h.ive  foundered, 
as  nothing  more  vva-  ever  licinl  or  ;inv  inice  found 
of  her. 

Ill  i;il."i  a  large  frigate  wa-  Imilt  in  .Nov, a  Scotia. 

.\lexander  Henry  and  his  .issociates  built  the  fir-i 
vessel  that  sailed  on  Lake  Superior,  a  4ll-ton  sloop,  in 
their  shipyard  , It  I'oint  .\nx  I'iiis,  i;;il-;-.'.  Hefore'that 
date  the  traders  u-ul  eaiiots  de  m.iitrc  which  carried 
much  cargo  .ci.d  were  jiachlled  bv  fourteen  or  sixteen 
men. 

The  first  ves-el  built  in  New  Hriinswick  vv.is  m 
i;:o.  and  ill  St.  Joliii.  N.I',.,  in  1  ;;.•,.  This  latter  wa-  des- 
troyed while  on  the  stocks  bv  rebels  from  ;icros,  the 
line,  who  in  inri'  were  dcstr.ived  bv  a  liodv  of  men 
from    I'oTt    Kov;i'. 

The  first  vessel  bnilt  on  the  .Norlh  I'.icific  coast 
was  a  l(t-ton  vessel,  built  by  Ca;it;iin  lohn  .Mears.  .-ind 
l.iun,du-d  at  Nootka,  in  WSii  (Dr.  (;eir;.;e  jolm.oirs 
-Mphabet  of  l-'ir-t  Things  in  C,in.-ida). 

The  first  -hip  considered  remarkable  for  its  large 
size  biiih  in  C.ni.ida  was  the  "Colunibus".  It  was 
bnilt  in  l.s-.'fi.  on  the  Me  Orleans,  a  lumber  ship,  four 
masted.  :I00  feet  'ong.  M)  feet  eabiii  .ind  :!M  feet  liold. 
with  a  ineasurement  of  1.0(10  tons.  The  arrival  of  hsi 
vessel  in  the  Rner  Thames  excited  iiiucli  interesl. 
The  Duke  of  Clarence,  then  Lord  High  Admiral  and 
afterwards  King  William  l\'.  with  a  disti'ignishcd 
company  of  100  gu.sts.  was  entertained  on  bo.ard.  'I'lie 
"Columbus"  was  f.illowed  by  the  "Haron  of  Renfrew" 
of  about  the  same  dimensions.  These  vcs-cis  vvere 
built  to  enable  their  owners  to  get  the  timber  in  free 
of  duty,  ships  being  then  free  and  tiinlier  being  dutia- 
ble in   I'jigland. 

In  1  ;.")■.'  ten  ships  of  from  40  to  lilii  tons  were  bui't 
in  .New  France,  or  old  Canada  and  there  were  some 
sixty  sjivv  mills  east  of  the  Ottawa  largely  engaged 
in  producing  leniber  for  the  ship  yards  in  the  colonv 
and  in    l-'rance. 

h'or  ni.any  years  jifter  the  cession  to  lirit.ain.  Can- 
•  iila  made  rapid  stritles  in  ownership  of  vessel-,  and  in 
IST.s  reached  her  highest  point  b.aving  in  tli.it  vear 
Ll;i.01."i   tons,  of   sliipiing  on   her   registry    book-.' 

The  building,  ownership,  and  .actual  navigation  of 
Wooden  sailing  cr.ift  ouce  maile  Canada  fourth  .inioiig 
the  shipping  countries  of  the  world,  the  ch.inge  to 
steam  and  steel,  coinciding  with  the  deslruction  of 
the  handiest  timber  .and  the  development  of  in'aud 
forms  of  bu-iness  )nit  no  les-.  than  eight  snccessful 
rivals  ahead  of  her.

'I'lie  reason  for  the  almost  complete  cessati.m  of 
the  shiphuildiiif;  industry  is,  of  course,  the  chanj;e  from 
Wooden  to  iron  and  »teel  ships.  The  reasons  for  the 
very  ^reat  decrease  in  tonna.ij;e  owned  in  Canada  are 
the  cessation  of  huildini;  and  the  sale  to  other  coun- 
tries, principally  .\orway. 

The  stp.'e  of  al'lairs  will  simui  cea^e  tha.iks  to  the 
de\elopment  of  the  iron  industry  hy  the  encourafje- 
nient  of  the  tiianufacture  of  pij;-  iron.  This  has  been 
so  successf'.i''\  pr  ^^ecuted.  thai,  in>tead  of  the  propor- 
tion ..f  home-made  pi)j  heinj;  :!(i  per  cent,  of  the  '.vhole 
consumption  as  it  was  in  ]HS-i,  it  has  heeii  in  recent 
years  from  ','>  to  ,s,s  ])er  cent  of  the  whole.  l.:;rne  and 
well  placed  -teel  works  at  Sydney  near  the  ancient 
site  of  l.ouishurf."-  in  Cape  Hreton  —  are  the  hej^inniiiff 
of  an  effort  to  adajit  ourselves  to  the  changes  which 
have  rendered  oi'r  forests  useless  for  slii]!!)uildiii^; 
|inr|)oses   (  l)r    C.eor^'e  Johnson). 

.\mon!,'  the  mo-t  interesting'  and  most  honorable 
|>a>;es  of  the  maritime  history  of  Canaila  are  those 
which  relate  to  the  very  prominent  ])art  this  country 
played  as  a  pioneer  in  the  deveiopmeiu  of  steam  navi- 
Kation.  Here  it  appears  desirab'e  to  ^d  back  in  his- 
tory to  the  very  orii^in  of  the  application  of  steam  as  a 
motive  power  U>  ships.  In  Kl)",,  on  the  River  I'"ul(la. 
in  Prussia,  a  clever  I'renchman  named  I'apl  i.  cons- 
tructed a  boat  and  had  an  enjjiiu-  put  in  her.  \il  went 
well  with  the  inventor  until  he  ran  counter  to  the 
river-men,  who  saw  in  the  in\ention  .in  end  oi  their 
trade.  They  destroyed  the  ve-sel  and  her  macliiiiery. 
and  another  fifty  years  went  by  before  a  secoml  vessel 
was   built. 

This  time  some  Scotchmen  took  up  the  pri  iect  and 
with  better  success,  but  after  their  vessel  was  only 
a  sutvessful  toy,  and  of  no  practical  benefit.  The  engi- 
ne of  this  vessel  can  still  be  seen  in  a  museum  at  tUas- 
.<'ow.  In  \H{)]  a  craft  was  actually  pro|)elled  on  the 
Thames  by  means  of  a  steam  engine,  and  in  the  follow- 
in,!;  year  the  Charlotte  lJunda>  was  built,  fitted  with 
ste.-im  power  and  launched.  The  latter  vessel  was  the 
one  which  Robert  h'ulton.  the  pioneer  of  steam  naviga- 
tion in  the  I'nilel  States,  inspected  so  carel'ullv  and 
liom  which  he  obtained  his  ideas  fr.iin  the  "Clermoiit". 
which  fir-t  plied  the  Hudson  Ki\er,  between  .\lba,n' 
.iiid   New    Viirk  in   IWII. 

John  .Mol>on  arrived  in  Canada  in  K.s-.',  and  after 
successfully  founding  the  brewing  business  which  is 
still  carried  on  by  the  family  turned  his  attention  to  the 
nove'ty  of  steam  navigation.  ( )n  the  ;ird  of  November. 
ISIIIi.  the  second  steamboat  in  .\nierica  built  at  Mont- 
real by  Mr.  Molson  and  named  the  ".Accmnniodation". 


started  on  her  maiden  voyage  t  >  Ouebec.  The  venture 
was  entirely  successful,  the  run  being  made  in  thirty- 
-ix  hours.  This  vessel  measured  eighty-five  feet  over 
all  had  si.xteen  feet  beam  and  an  engine  of  six  horse- 
power. Sixty  pounds  of  luggage  were  alh^wed  to 
passengers,  .ind  ihey  were  reipie-ted  to  jiurchase  their 
tickets  early  in  order  to  allow  of  -iufficient  provisions 
being  'aid  in.  Tlu'  fare  was  eight  dollars  down  to 
l,Juebec  and  ten  dollars  back. 

In  the  followi"g  year  (  IslO)  Mr.  .MoNon  applied 
for  a  nnuiopoly  for  fifteen  years,  and  in  iMll  began 
the  construction  of  the  "Swiftsure"  for  the  same  ser- 
vice. 

The  following  from  The  Quebec  Mercury  of 
.Monday,  .N'ovenibcr  <lth.  IMMi,  announcing  the  first 
arrival  of  the  ".\cconiniodation"  at  Ouebec.  may  now 
he  read  with  interest,  a-  a  curiosity.  It  was  the 
comnuncenient  of  :iu  era  in  the  navigation  of  those 
inlan.l  waters  and  of  the  lakes,  the  progress  where- if 
has  exceeded  anything  that  the  most  sanguine  cou'd 
lia\e  expected  at  the  out-ct: 

"On  Saturday  morning  at  S  o'clock,  arrived  here, 
from  .\brntreal.  being  her  first  rtip.  the  steamboat 
" Acconiin  id.iti on",  with  ten  passengers.  This  is  the 
first  \essel  of  the  kind  that  ever  ajipeared  in  this 
harbor.  She  is  continually  .Toweled  with  visitants. 
She  K'ft  .Montreal  on  Wednesday,  at  two  o'cloi-k,  so 
that  her  pa<sa;.'e  was  sixty-six  hours,  thirty  of  which 
she  was  at  anch<ir.  She  arrived  at  Three  Rivers  in 
twenty-four  hours.  She  has  at  present,  berths  for  twen- 
ty pas-eiigers :  which,  next  year,  will  be  considerably 
uagmented.  .\o  wind  or  tide  can  stop  her.  She  has 
;"i  feet  keel,  and  f<-">  feet  on  deck.  The  price  for  a 
passage  up  is  nine  dollars,  and  eight  down,  the  vessel 
supplying  provisions.  The  great  advantage  attend- 
ing a  vessel  so  constructed  is,  that  a  passage  may  be 
calculated  on  to  a  degree  of  certainty,  in  point  of  time; 
which  cannot  be  the  case  with  any  vessel  propelled  by 
sail  only.  The  steamboat  receives  her  impulse  frutii 
an  open  double-s|>oked,  perpendictdar  wheel,  iin  each 
side,  without  any  circular  band  or  rim.  To  the  end 
of  each  double  spoke  is  fixed  a  square  board,  which 
enters  the  w:(ter,  and  by  the  rotary  motion  of  the  wheel 
.;cts  as  a  paddle.  '!  he  wheels  arc  put  and  kept  in  mo- 
tion by  steam,  operating  within  the  vessel.  .\  mast  is 
to  be  fixed  in  her.  for  tlie  purpose  of  using  a  sail  when 
the  wind  is  favorable  which  will  occasionallv  acce'er- 
ate  lier  headway". 

The  following  extract  taken  verbatim  from  the 
Montreal  Herald  of  May  .sth.  l.si:!,  will  give  a  gi>od 
ide.i  of  tile  time  and  incid'^its  of  an  upward  trip  on 
the  ".\ccommodation."  On  this  occasion  Sir  ("lecprge 
I'revost,  his  staff  and  s.-rvants  were  on  board;

The  ".\ccommodation",  was 
completed  thnnighout  in  Montreal.
